The Veteran Statesman Succumbs 


After a Week's Illness. 


Washington, Dec. 28.—Hon. Justin S. 


Morrill, the senior senator from Ver- 
mont, died at 1:25 o'clock thifl morning*, 
in the S9th year of his age, after an 
illness of less than a week. With him 
when the end came were his sister-in- 
law, Miss Ixniise Swan, hie son James, 
Mr. Benjamin Durfee, for a long time 
associated with 
the senator in the 


finance committee work at the Cap- 
itol, and Colonel S. E. Chamberlain, an 
intimate friend. 
Senator Proctor was 


in the house at the time, ts were also 
several other friends. 
The 
senator 


never recovered from the unconscious 
state into which he lapsed early in the 
day, and his death was calm and peace- 
ful. 


The immediate cause ot death was 


pneumonia, which developed from an 
attack of grip contracted about a week 
ago. The venerable senator was con- 
fined to his home but seven days. De- 
spite his advanced age, he attended 
to his senatorial duties faithfully, and 
regularly went to the Capitol. About 
ten days ago the weather here was 
cold, raw and foggy and his physician 
thinks that exposure to its rigors 
brought on the attack of grip. The day 
before congress adjourned 
for 
the 


Christmas holidays the senator was 
unable to leave his residence. He grew 
no better as the days went on, his low 
vitality, due to advanced age, being 
unable to resist the disease. On Christ- 
mas night it developed into pneumonia, 
and from that time until the end he 
sank steadily.

SIX CHILDREN DROWNED. 


Two Families Berel't Through Playing 


on Thin ioG— A Mother's Sacrifice. 
Phillipsburg, N. J.. Dec. 28.—Grover, 


aged 12, Lury. aged 8, and Pearl, aged 
6 years, children of Devvitt Geary, a 
Delaware. Lackawanna and Western 
railroad engineer, were drowned in the 
Morris canal 
at Port Golden, near 


Washington, this county, Monday af- 
ternoon. 
Geary lives very near the 


canal and the children were accustom- 
ed to play on the ice when the canal 
was frozen. 
Three times the mother 


took her children off the ice, because 
she did not think it safe. At 4 o'clock 
she again missed the little ones, and 
going- to the canal bank she discovered 
a hole in the ice. Mr. Geary, crazed 
with grief, rushed to the canal and 
jumped into the icy water. He could 
not find the children, and it was only 
with the greatest difficulty that neigh- 
bors succeeded in rescuing the father. 
Geary did not want to leave the water, 
and he savagely fought off his friends. 
Finally he was pulled from, the canal 
in a state of collapse. Some time later 
the lifeless bodies of the children were 
dragged from the icy water. 


Mother Drowned Wltb H«f Ohlldreft. 


Watertown, N. Y., Dec. 2ii—A special 


from Alexandria Bay says:" On Mon- 
day three of the children "ftf Charles 
Hagerman were playing on the ice off 
the north shore of Well's I>j|nd, in the 
St. Lawrence river, when it-broke, and 
they ail fell in and were drowned. A 
fourth child, who was onshore, ran 
to the house and notified -^fer mother. 
Mrs. Hagerman rushed t«f:the scene, 
and in her endeavor to reside the chil- 
dren broke through the if)ft» and she, 
too, was drowned. A man iji»ho was at- 
tracted by the accident d£ve into the 
water and brought up one Of the chil- 
dren, but as he was trying."to clamber 
out on the ice the child iMpped from 
his grasp and perished.

The Surrender of Iloilo. 


Madrid, Dec. 28.—General Rios, the 


Spanish commander of the Visayas Isl- 
ands, has telegraphed to the govern- 
ment from Iloilo, capital of the Island 
of Panay, as follows: "Am preparing to 
embark on the steamer Leo XIII for 
Zamboanga. Island of Mindanao, hav- 
ing formally surrendered Iloilo. Have 
charged German consul with the pro- 
tection of Spanish interests. Shall ar- 
rive at Manila by the end of this 
month." Though the dispatch is am- 
biguous, it is assumed here that the 
surrender of Iloilo was to the Ameri- 
cans.

Washington, Dec, 28.—Hon. Justin S 
Morrill, the senior senator from Ver­ 
mont, died at 1:25 o’clock this morning, 
in the S9th year of his age, after an 
illness of less than a week. With him 
when the end came were his sister-in- 
law, Miss Louise Swan, his son James, 
Mr. Benjamin Durfee, for a long time 
associated with 
the 
senator in the 
finance committee work at the Cap­ 
itol, and Colonel S. E. Chamberlain, an 
intimate friend. 
Senator Proctor was 
in the house at the time, a» were also 
several other friends. 
The 
senator 
never recovered from the unconscious 
state into which he lapsed early in the 
day, and his death was calm and peace­ 
ful. 


The immediate cause 0/ death was 
pneumonia, which developed from an 
attack of grip contracted about a week 
ago. The venerable senator was con­ 
fined to his home but seven days. De­ 
spite his advanced age, he attended 
to his senatorial duties faithfully, and 
regularly went to the Capitol.

the residence save one, his baby boy.

BATTLEFIELD SEARCHLIGHT. 


To lie trued for I'loUing up the l>ea<l After 


a KJKht. 


The new electric searchlight in- 


vented by Baron* von Muudy for use 
in picking up the wounded on battle- 
fields is a valuable contribution to 
humanity. 
Professor Virchow once 


said that of all the great services the 
United States had conferred upon the 
world none had been of more impor- 
tance than the brilliant example of hu- 
manity in the care of the wounded and 
pick sot in the war of the south. This 
remark hud reference in particular to 
two achievements, which were at the 
time noteworthy, and created much 
admiring comment throughout 
the 


civilized world. 
After the buttle of 


Fredericksburg 9000 wounded were 
taken in charge by physicians—an as- 
tonishing feat in those days. 
Six 


mouths later an even greater result 
was achieved, for of the 21,000 wounded 
at Gettysburg none remained unat- 
tended twelve hours after the close of 
the battle. 
Official dispatches of the 


battle of Waterloo contained the re- 
mark that an extensive search for the 
wounded and dying could not be con- 
tinued after nightfall, because there 
was no way of ilhviinating the field 
of action. Even when medical and 
nursing corps tried by the aid of lan- 
terns and "wiudlights" to help the 
wounded on the field it was at great 
risk oi their lives. Danger came to 
the searchers from the hyenas of the 
battlefield, bent on 
robbery 
and 


slaughter. These human fiends knew 
that if caught they would be shot with- 
out parley, and "he who shoots first 
shoots best." In the war of 1870-71 
over 400 army surgeons and assistants 
were murdered while searching bat- 
tlefields after dusk. Baron vou Muu- 
dy's searchlight, which has 
been 


adopted in the German army, is of 
1200 
caudle power and is mounted on 


wheels. It can be regulated by hand 
and turned in any direction. ,It can 
also be removed by hand and carried 
200 feet awav from its mounting. The 
light is so strong as to permit reading 
and writing at a distance of 6000 feet. 
While the machine has been con- 
structed principally for facilitating the 
search for the wounded and putting a 
stop to the murderous work of ma- 
rauders, it will likewise be invaluable 
to the flying hospitals and operation 
stations.

BATTLEFIELD SEARCHLIGHT# 


To Ho Used for IMokinj? up tlio Dead After 


a F ight. 


The new electric searchlight in­ 
vented by Baron*von Mundy for use 
in picking up the wounded on battle­ 
fields is a valuable contribution to 
humanity. 
Professor Virchow once 
said that of all the great services the 
United States had conferred upon the 
world none had been of more impor­ 
tance than the brilliant example of hu­ 
manity in the caro of the wounded and 
sick set in tho war of the south. This 
remark had reference in particular to 
two achievements, which were at tho 
time noteworthy, and created much 
admiring comment throughout the 
civilized world. 
After the battle of 
Fredericksburg 9000 wounded wero 
taken in charge by physicians—an as­ 
tonishing feat in those days. 
Six 
months later an even greater result 
was achieved,for of tho 21,000 wounded 
at Gettysburg none remained unat­ 
tended twelve hours after the close of 
tho battle. 
Official dispatches of tho 
battle of Waterloo contained the re­ 
mark that an oxtensive search for the 
wounded and dying could not bo con­ 
tinued after nightfall, because there 
was no way of illuv'inating the fiold 
of action. 
Even when medical and 
nursing corps tried by the aid of lan­ 
terns and “ wiudlights” to help the 
wounded on tho field it was at great 
risk oi their lives. 
Danger came to 
the searchers from the hyenas of the 
battlefield, bent on 
robbery 
and 
slaughter. 
These human fiends knew 
that if caught they would be shot with­ 
out parley, and “ he who shoots first 
shoots best.” 
In tho war of 1870-71 
over 400 army surgeons and assistants 
were murdered while searching bat­ 
tlefields after dusk. 
Baron von Muu- 
dy’s searchlight, which 
has 
been 
adopted in the German army, 
is of 
1200 candle power and is mounted on 
wheels. 
It can be regulated by hand 
and turned in any direction. 
,It can 
also be removed by hand and carried 
200 feet away from its mounting. The 
light is so strong as to permit reading 
aud writing at a distance of 6000 feet. 
While the machine has been con­ 
structed principally for facilitating the 
search for the wounded and putting a 
stop to the murderous work of ma­ 
rauders, it will likewise be invaluable 
to the flying hosj)itals and operation 
stations.

An An.^rv'ir ISpiwoile of Iiife in Colorado 


When It AVus First Organized as a Ter- 
ritory—Colonel Taylor'* 
KUHU to Save 


Hlg Client — Avoided Congratulations. 
When Colorado was organized as a 


territory there was little English used 
outside of Denver and the mining 
camps. 
The rest of the thinly scat- 


tered country was as Spanish as auy 
part of our latest America. Not Cas- 
tiliaus, of course; more likely a gen- 
eral mixture of Aztec and Apache aud 
a 
lot of other strains of blood, but 


certainly Spanish in name and in 
speech. 


The government recognized that it 


had a difficult task bel'oie it in bring- 
ing these ''greasers" to understand 
the very beginning of the obligations 
and the duties of their American citi- 
zenship. 
One of the most trusted 


agents in this campaign of education 
was Judgo Hallett, who was put in 
charge of the judicial system of the 
new territory. From that time to this 
he has been at the head of the federal 
judiciary in the great and prosperous 
state of Colorado. Despite his fierce- 
ness of rebuke and countless oddities 
of temper, no judge has ever been so 
respected as he along the Great Div- 
vide. 


When he first wrent on circuit the 


bar left Denver with him and traveled 
in a body both for sociability and for 
safety.

lations on the acquittal of bis client? 


"They set him free without a stain

HINTS FOR HOUSEWIVES. 


Our Naval Apprentice*. 


When I was at Newport the other 


day I visited the training ship Constel- 
lation and found there more than 300 
handsome boys between 15 and 20 
years of age. Lieutenant Little, the 
executive officer, told me that every 
one of them was from a good family in 
New England, had passed through the 
grammar school and had been attracted 
to the navy by the triumphs ot the 
fleets of Dewey and Sampson.

were all being educated in seamanship 
and in the applied sciences that are 
practised on the modern battleship. 
The Constellation is a schoolhjuse 
where these apprentices haie their 
regular hours of study, praeti- e and 
play, and when they go aboard the 
battleships or cruisers they put the 
information they have gained on the 
Constellation into practical operation. 
They Avill come out at the end of a 
cruise as carpenters, electricians, ma- 
chinists, painters or blacksmiths or 
with other useful trades. 


The age of enlistment for naval ap- 


prentices is from 14 to 17 years; a boy 
of the minimum age must be at least 
4 feet 9 inches high, must weigh 70 
pounds and have a chest measurement 
of 32 inches. At 15, 16 and 17 years 
he must measure more in every direc- 
tion according to his advanced age. 
He must be able to read and write, 
must have a good moral character and 
intelligence and be physically sound. 
He must have the written consent of 
his parents or guardian and must en- 
list as au apprentice until he is 21 
years old unless he should be dis- 
missed in the meatime for inefficiency 
or bad couJuct.—Chicago Record.

Tea is only allowed twice a 


week, oaten water and cocoa being 
served in the afternoon on other days, 
In the course of the afternoon Dr. 
Oldfield, the principal raeclic.il ofiicer, 
gave some particulars as to treatment 
and its results. Upwards of ."00 pa- 
tients have passed through the hos- 
pital, a very appreciable portion of 
these having tried other cures and 
other systems without deriving bene- 
fit.—London Telegraph.

Crest of the W . :iingtoii«. 


In the little church of Wickham-

He was descended from 
Sir William Washington, knight, of 
the county of Northampton, who was 
high in favor of those most illustrious 
princes and best of kings, Charles the 
First and Second, on account of his 
gallant 
and 
successful 
military 


achievements both in England and in 
Ireland. He man-led Elizabeth, of the 
ancient and noble stock of the Pack- 
ingtons of Westwcod, a family of 
untarnished loyalty aud patriotism. 
Sprung from such famous ancestry, 
Penelope was a diligent and devout 
worshipper of Cod: of her mother 
(her only surviving parent) she was 
the great consolation; to the sick and 
needy she was an exceptionally ready 
and generous benefactress. 
Humble 


and chaste aud wedded to Christ 
alone, from this transitory life she de- 
parted to her spouse.

eral mixture of Aztec and Apache and 
a lot of other strains of blood, but 
certainly Spanish in name and in 
speech.

Our Naval Apprentices. 


When I was at Newport the other 
day Ivisitod tho training ship Constel­ 
lation and found there more than 300 
handsome boys between 15 and 20 
years of age. 
Lieutenant Little, the 
executive officer, told mo that every 
one of them was from agood family in 
New England, hnd passed through tho 
grammar school and had been attracted 
to tho navy by the triumphs of the 
fleets of Dewey aud Sampson. 
They 
were all being educated in seamauship 
and in the applied sciences that aro 
practised on tho modern battleship. 
The Constellation is a schoolhouso 
where these apprentices ha'se their 
regular hours of study, practice and 
play, and when they go aboard the 
battleships or cruisers they put the 
information they have gained on tho 
Constellation into practical operation. 
They will como out at the end of a 
cruise as carpenters, electricians, ma­ 
chinists, painters or blacksmiths or 
•with other useful trades. 


The age of enlistment for naval ap­ 
prentices is from 14 to 17 years; a boy 
of the minimum age must be at least 
4 feet 9 inches high, must weigh 70 
pounds and have a chest measurement 
of 32 iuches. 
At 15, 16 and 17 years 
he must measure more in every direc­ 
tion according to his advanced age. 
He must be able to read and write, 
must have a good moral character and 
intelligence and be physically sound. 
He must have the written consent of 
his parents or guardian and must en­ 
list as an apprentice until he is 21 
years old unless he should be dis­ 
missed in the meatime for inefficiency 
or bad conduct,—Chicago Record, 


A Vegetarian Hospital. 


Vegetarians concluded their great 
conference by a visit to tho Oriolet 
hospital at Loughton in Essex, where 
the somewhat daring experiment of a 
home for the cure of the sick accord­ 
ing to the strictest laws of vegetarian­ 
ism is conducted. 
Accommodation 
for some 20 patients is provided, and 
while the really poor and necessi­ 
tous are received free of cost, those 
in more atiiuent circumstances pay 
from half a sovereign to three guineas 
a week for their treatment. The insti­ 
tution has been constantly lull and has 
never run into debt. 
Eggs, milk and 
butler are allowed, but the average 
day’s fare for a patient not requiring 
any special fo d consists of porridge, 
bread aud butter,some form of stewed 
fruit and cocoa for breakfast; -a sav­ 
ory, as maccaroni cheese, fresh vege­ 
tables aud pudding for dinner, and 
fresh fruit, bread and butter for sup­ 
per. 
Tea is only allowed twice a 
week, oaten water and cocoa being 
served in the afternoon on other days, 
In the course of the afternoon Dr. 
Oldfield, tho principal medical officer, 
gave some particulars as to treatment 
and its results. 
U])wards of 500 pa­ 
tients have passed through the hos­ 
pital, a very appreciable portion of 
these having tried other cures and 
other systems without deriving bene­ 
fit.—London Telegraph.

When 
one has drawn a chair up by the hearth 
with a lamp upon the table at one’s 
side, a tall three-panel screen will 
shut away the shadows and the windy 
gusts that steal in through the loose 
casement.

All must be fresh 
and hot. 


German Puffs—Warm one cup sweet 
milk, add heaping teaspoonful butter. 
Beat tho yolks of two eggs, add to 
milk which should be cooled, a little 
salt, one pint of flour. 
Be at smooth 
and stir through, lightly, the beaten 
whites, 
Bake in buttered cups or 
gem pans, not over one-half full. 


Scrambled Eggs with Chipped Beef 
•—Take thinly sliced dried beef, blanch 
it— l>3r pouring boiling water over it— 
cut it in shreds, fry it slightly in but­ 
ter; break your eggs in a cup until it 
is two-thirds full, fill up the cup with 
sweet cream, salt slightly, and pour 
into a fryingpan with the beef. 
Stir 
till set and serve hot, 
This is a nice 
breakfast or supper dish. 


Grilled Beef on Toast—Cut the cold 
roast in half-inch slices and of as good 
size as possible. 
Dip each in a little 
melted butter or olive oil, arrange in 
a broiler and broil quickly over- a clear 
fire. 
In a small saucepan put two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of hot water or stock, 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, one ta­ 
blespoonful each of good sauce and 
tomato catsup, one-quarter of a tea­ 
spoonful of salt, one-quarter teaspoon­ 
ful p o p p e r, one-half teaspoonful of 
made mustard, ten drops of onion 
juice or vinegar. 
Dip each slice pf 
the broiled meat into this sauce, servo 
them on toast and pour the sauce 
over.

He was descended from 
Sir William Washington, knight, of 
the county of Northampton, who was 
high in favor of those most illustrious 
princes and best of kings, Charles tho 
First and Second, 011 account of his 
gallant 
and 
successful 
military 
achievements both in England and in 
Ireland. He married Elizabeth, of tho 
ancient and noble stock of the Pack- 
ingtons of Westwood, a family of 
untarnished loyalty and patriotism. 
Sprung from such famous ancestry, 
Penelope was a diligent and devout 
worshipper of (Jod; of her mother 
'her only surviving parent) she was 
the great consolation; to the sick and 
needy she was an exceptionally ready 
and generous benofactress. 
Humblo 
and chaste aud wedded to Christ 
alone, from this transitory life she de­ 
parted to her spouse.

KducaUng Deaf Mutes hy Telephone. 
The medical officer of one of the 
leading deaf and dumb institutions 
of England states that he has obtained 
material aid from tho seemingly im­ 
probable source of a loud-speaking 
telepone in the treatment of his pa­ 
tients, in the education of such deaf 
mutes as possess a fragment of hear­ 
ing power, the telepone being found 
to posse.ss many important advantages 
over the speaking tube usually em­ 
ployed. 
In the first place, in arrang­ 
ing for this purpose, the wires from 
several receivers can be coupled up to 
one transmitter, and thus a teacher 
can instruct a group of children at tho 
same time; then again, it is not nec­ 
essary for a teacher to apply his mouth 
close to the transmitter, so that pupils 
have a full view of tho facial expres­ 
sions and lip movement, which is not 
possible when having to direct his 
voice into the mouthpiece of a speak­ 
ing tube or trumpet. 
While seeing 
the movement of the lips, the j>atient 
has tho sound conveyed close to his 
ear drum—a most advantageous com­ 
bination.—Scientific American.

Cattle Poisoned by Cornfodder. 
Dr. John J. Repp, of the Pennsylva- 


nia State Veternary Service, has made a 
report upon the disease which carried 
off so many cattle in Franklin county 
and from which more are dying daily. 
It is not anthrax, as at first supposed, 
but is the new malady, toxaemia maids, 
or cornstalk disease, which is doe either 
to a germ or fungus upon tbe leaves of 
cornfodder eaten by tbe stock. It ie but 
recently that the disease has had any in- 
vestigation in the United States, and its 
patbogenesis has not been fully deter- 
mined.

Dr. John J. Repp, of the Pennsylva­ 
nia State Veternary Service, has made a 
report upon the disease which carried 
off so many cattle in Franklin county 
and from which more are dying daily. 
It is not anthrax, as at first supposed, 
but is the new malady, toxajmia maids, 
or cornstalk disease, which is due either 
to a germ or fungus upon the leaves of 
cornfodder eaten by the stock.

Anthracite and Bituminous Coal. 


Professor Ihlseiig of the State col- 


lege, Pennsylvania, gives an interest- 
ing explanation of the difference be- 
tween anthracite and bituminous coal, 
so far as the gases are concerned, his 
opinion being based on the supposi- 
tion of all coal beds having been orig- 
inally formed on a horizontal or flat 
bed. The anthracite beds,he assumes, 
were placed under enormous pres- 
sure, or side pressure, by the contrac- 
tion of the earth's crust during the 
cooling stage, thus forming the coal 
basins as now seen at the foot of the 
mountains; such an enormous pres- 
sure resulted in forcing the explosive 
and other gases out of the anthracite 
beds to the seams and crevices of the 
veins and to the fissures, seams and 
pores of the rock strata. 
This com- 


pression has been so great that gases 
in the anthracite region are sometimes 
found with the mighty pressure of 
17,000 pounds to the square inch. On 
the other hand, the bituminous beds 
have not been subjected to such a dis- 
turbance and pressure, and the coal, 
therefore, retains the gases which it 
contained originally. 
White damp, 


Professor Ihlseng shows, is produced 
by imperfect combustion, while black 
damp is produced by perfect combus--

The anthracite beds, he assumes, 
were placed under enormous pres­ 
sure, or side pressure, by tho contrac­ 
tion of the earth’s crust during the 
cooling stage, thus forming the coal 
basins as now seen at the foot of the 
mountains; such an enormous pres­ 
sure resulted in forcing the explosive 
and other gases out of the anthracite 
beds to the seams and crevices of the 
veins and to the fissures, 
seams and 
pores of the rock strata. 
This com­ 
pression has been so great that gases 
in the anthracito region are sometimes 
found with the mighty pressure of 
17,000 pounds to the square inch. On 
the other hand, the bituminous beds 
have not beeii subjected to such a dis­ 
turbance and pressure, and the coal, 
therefore, retains the gases which it 
contained originally.

MODERN WAY OF CONVERTING THE 


TREE INTO NOVEL ARTICLES. 


It IB Wonderful1 How Extonslvoly 1'apt-r 


Is Tukiiii; the 1'luco of Other Sul>- 
HtanceH in Various ]U>fliunlcul Trades 
•-Kiiaiuolett I'aper Urlekt* n Sutc-ess. 
"It is wonderful how extensively 


paper is taking the place of such sub- 
stances as wood, biick nud iron in 
various mechanical trades," said ti 
large New York dealer in all goits of 
novelties made out of paper. 
"Por 


instance, boards of all sizes and 
shapes are now manufactured cut of 
wood pulp very faithfully to resemble 
the grain and texture of every kind of 
wood. The material costs about one 
half the price of the genuine article, 
and it is used by carpenters, cabinet 
makers, picture frame makers and 
boat builders for paneling, wainscot- 
ing and decorative work generally 
where lightness and durability are re- 
quired. Two excellent qualities that 
the paper boards possess are that 
they are not subject to warping and 
dry rot. 
There are no bad knots to 


mar the appearance of the surf ace, and 
as the material is smooth and does 
not require planing, and can be easily 
cut with a fine saw, there seems every 
reason to believe that it will in time 
be used evcii more than it is. 


"Telegraph and telephone poles, 


flagstaff's and spars for small sailing 
vessels are the latest development in 
the line of manufacture from paper. 
They are made of pulp in which a 
small amount of borax, tallow and 
other ingredients are mixed. 
These 


are cast in a mould in the form of a 
hollow rod of the desired diameter 
and length. The poles and spars are 
claimed to be lighter ami stronger 
than wood. They do not crack or 
split, and it is said that when they are 
varnished or painted the weather does 
not affect them. 
Besides passessing 


these advantages, the paper-made ar- 
ticle can be made fireproof by saturat- 
ing it in a strong solution of alum 
water. 
When thoroughly dry the pa- 


per poles and spars thus treated will 
resist the action of flames. 


"The manufacture of enameled pa- 


per bricks,, which commenced in 1896, 
has now become a'definite industry,as 
the material has been used for build- 
ing purposes all over the United 
States with very satisfactory results. 


"The production of these bricks on 


the hollow principle is a marked fea- 
ture in their form, the object being 
practically the same as that sought in 
the making of hollow forged steel 
shafting. Not only is a defective cen- 
tre removed, but it is possible to put 
in a mandrel into the hollow, and, by 
applying pressure, the walls are oper- 
ated upon from both inside and out- 
side. When a solid body is heated 
the temperature of the interior always 
varies from that of the outer portions 
at first often resulting in the expan- 
sion of one or the other that causes 
the defects. It is for these reasons 
that the plan of forming the bricks 
upon the hollow principle and plug- 
ging them afterward is of advantage. 
Sawdust is found to be a good filler 
for this purpose. It is first fire- 
proofed, as is also the paper pulp used 
in the bricks, and then it is mixed 
with cement and pressed into the hol- 
low of the bricks and smoothed and 
enameled over. 


"Although paper horseshoes are a 


recent invention, having been only 
manufactured in this country within 
the past two years, their use has al- 
ready quite large with the owners of 
fine horses, especially in cities where 
asphalt, pavements abound. On such 
roads in wet weather a horse fitted- 
with paper shoes is less liable to slip 
than when provided with iron ones, 
and, besides being light and comforta- 
ble for an animal to -wear, they are 
said to be more durable than iron 
shoes and are more easilv and saugly 
fitted to the hoof. 


"The paper horseshoe is made in 


practically the same way that a paper 
car wheel is formed. The paper is im- 
pregnated with oil or turpentine to 
waterproof, after which it is glued to- 
gether in layers. The glue or paste 
is a mixture of Venetian turpentine, 
linseed oil powdered chalk and lac- 
quer, and it does not become brittle 
•when drying. The moist mass of pa- 
per and glue is subjected to a strong 
pressure in a hydraulic press, the 
holes through which the nails are 
driven iu fastening the shoe to tbe 
horse's hoof being punched while the 
paper is still moist 
The blacksmith 


fastens them on with nails in the 
usual manner. These shoes cost from 
SI. 50 to S2 per set.

ODD USE FOll WOOD l’ULP 


MODERN WAY OF CONVERTING THE 
TREE INTO NOVEL ARTICLES* 


It Is W on derfu l'Ilow E xtensively Paper 
Is T aking tho Plaeo of Other Sub­ 
stances in Various M echanical Tracies 
^Knamoled Paper Bricks a Success. 
4llfc is wonderful how extensively 
paper is taking tho place of such sub­ 
stances as wood, brick and iron in 
various mechanical trades,” said a 
largo Now York dealer in all sorts of 
novelties made out of paper. 
“For 
instance, boards of 
all sizes and 
shapes are now manufactured out of 
wood pulp very faithfully to resemble 
the grain and texture of every kind of 
wood. 
The material costs about ono 
half tho price of the genuine article, 
and it is used by carpenters, cabinet 
makers, picture frame makers and 
boat builders for paneling, wainscot­ 
ing and decorative work generally 
where lightness and durability are re­ 
quired. 
Two excellent qualities that 
the paper boards possess are that 
they are not subject to warping and 
dry rot. 
There are no bad knots to 
mar the appearance of the surface,and 
as the material is smooth and does 
not require planing, and can be easily 
cut with a line saw, there seems every 
reason to believo that it will in time 
bo used even more tiian it is. 


“Telegraph and telephone poles, 
flagstaifs and spars for small sailing 
vessels are the latest development in 
the line of manufacture from paper. 
They are made of pulp in which a 
small amount of borax, tallow and 
other ingredients are mixed. 
These 
are cast in a mould in the form of a 
hollow rod of the desired diameter 
and length. 
The poles and spars are 
claimed to be lighter ana stronger 
than wood. 
They do not crack or 
split, and it is said that when they are 
varnished or painted the weather does 
not affect them. 
Besides passessing 
these advantages, the paper-made ar­ 
ticle can be made fireproof by saturat­ 
ing it in a strong solution of alum 
water. 
When thoroughly dry the pa­ 
per poles and spars thus treated will 
resist the action of flames. 


“The manufacture of enameled pa­ 
per bricks, which commenced in 189(5, 
has now become a]definite industry,as 
the material has been used for build­ 
ing purposes all over the United 
¡States with very satisfactory results. 


“The production of these bricks on 
the hollow principle is a marked fea­ 
ture in their form, the object being 
practically the same as that sought in 
the making of hollow forged steel 
shafting. Not only is a defective cen­ 
tre removed, but it is possible to put 
in a mandrel into the hollow, and, by 
applying pressure, the walls are oper­ 
ated upon from both inside and out­ 
side. 
When a solid body is heated 
the temperature of the interior always 
varies from that of the outer portions 
at first often resulting in the expan­ 
sion of one or the other that causes 
the defects. It is for these reasous 
that the plan of forming the bricks 
upon the hollow principle and plug­ 
ging them afterward is of advantage. 
Sawdust is found to be a good filler 
for this purpose. 
It is first fire- 
proofed, as is also the paper pulp used 
in tho bricks, and then it is mixed 
with cement and pressed into the hol­ 
low of the bricks and smoothed and 
enameled over. 


“Although paper horseshoes are a 
recent invention, having been only 
manufactured in this country within 
tho past two years, their use has al­ 
ready quite large with the owners of 
fine horses, especially in cities where 
asphalt pavements abound. 
On such 
roads in wet weather a horse fitted 
with paper shoes is less liable to slip 
than when provided with iron ones, 
and, besides being light and comforta­ 
ble for an animal to wear, they are 
said to bo more durable than iron 
shoes and are more easily and snugly 
fitted to the hoof. 


“The paper horseshoe is made in 
practically tho same way that a paper 
car wheel is formed. Tho paper is im­ 
pregnated with oil or turpentine to 
waterproof, after which it is glued to­ 
gether in layers. 
The glue or paste 
is a mixture of Venetian turpentine, 
linseed oil powdered chalk and lac­ 
quer, and it does not become brittle 
when drying. 
The moist mass of pa­ 
per and glue is subjected to a strong 
pressure in a hydraulic press, the 
holes through which the nails are 
driven in fastening the shoe to the 
horse’s hoof being punched while the 
paper is still moist. 
The blacksmith 
fastens them on with nails in tho 
usual manner. 
These shoes cost from 
§1.50 to §2 per set.

Tho question of permission to marry 
is a burning one in thd barrack-room. 
Only a limited number of men are al­ 
lowed to marry, tho strength of the 
roll varying with tho establishment of 
the corps; sergeants are given permis­ 
sion to marry as a matter of course, if 
there is a vacancy in the establish­ 
ment, but no soldier is allowed to en­ 
ter tho blessed state unless he has 
seven years* service, $25 in tho sav­ 
ings bank, and two good conduct 
badges. 
I have heard it said that 
there is such a thing as borrowing tho 
$25 till the necessary permission has 
been obtained, but there is no getting 
over tho other two conditions. 
Tho 
married quarters seem comfortable 
enough; what strikes us most is the 
enormous number of babies and quite 
young children who swarm round the 
door of every quarter, occasional yells 
leading to the hasty arrival of a flushed 
and heatcd-looking matron to restore 
order in a summary fashion. 
Tho al­ 
lowance of space does not strike one 
as particularly liberal, soldiers with 
small families being given only ono 
room with tho 
minutest possible 
scullery, the fathers of larger families 
rejoicing in an extra room. Sergeants, 
as a rule,, have two rooms, but other­ 
wise have no pull over their comrades 
of lower rank. 
The wives of the 
private soldiers add largely to the 
scanty pay of their husbands by doing 
washing for the men of their hus­ 
band’s company, and twice blessed is 
the woman whose good man belongs 
to a company having few married sol­ 
diers. 
In this case she will be able 
to get more to do than her less fortu­ 
nate sisters. 
Some of the women who 
have a reputation as washer-women 
earn plenty of money by washing for 
the officers of the regiment. 
The sol­ 
dier’s wife seems to drift naturally 
into being a washer-woman. 
A little 
conversation with the ladies is a lib­ 
eral education in esprit de corps; each 
woman thoroughly identifies1 herself 
with the regiment to which her bus- 
baud belongs; and even in these days 
of short service it is not difficult to 
find women whose fathers and grand­ 
fathers have soldiered in bygone days 
under the tattered colors now hang- < 
ing in the sacred precints of the offi­ 
cers’ mess. 
The ladies of the regi­ 
ment, as a rule, take great interest in 
the welfare of their humbler sisters, 
frequently visiting them in their quar­ 
ters, and giving more than their sym­ 
pathy at one of those cris.es which oc­ 
cur so frequently in »the married 
block, and generally lean ultimately 
to the object of their solicitude apply­ 
ing for extra accommodation, owing 
to an unauthorized addition to the 
strength of the battalion.^— From “So­ 
cial Life in the British Army,” by a 
British Officer in Harper’s Magazine.

An exchange says: One of the worst 
features of our system of government 
is the inordinate thirst for public office 
which seems to possess a large number 
of citizens. 
This desire is the impell­ 
ing force which makes men active in 
politics and not as shonld be the case, 
the desire to secure good government. 
Assuming as a postulate that oflices are 
for the benefit and convenience of the 
people it follows as a logical sequence 
that the people have a right to the ser­ 
vices of the best and most competent 
individuals in the community and 
should be satisfied with nothing short 
of this. 
It is an undeniable fact that 
at the present time individuals base 
their claims for an election to office 
rattier upon the party work they have 
done than upon any qualification for 
the position they may possess. 
This 
is not in consonance with the funda­ 
mental idea of goverment, and is sub­ 
versive of the best interests of the pub­ 
lic. 


But while party service should not 
constitute a valid claim to office, it 
should not be a bar to an election, in 
deed it ought not to count one way or 
the other, but the preferment for posi­ 
tion should rest entirely upon the fit- 
ness of the candidate. 


A week ago the secret service agent 
of the government arrested a man in 
New York for whom, it is said, they 
had been searching for nearly .twenty 
years. 
It appears that during that 
time he has made counterfeit bills of 
laige denomination by copying, with 
pen and ink and water colors, govern­ 
ment greenbacks. 
The imitation was 
so skillful that in some cases the coun­ 
terfeit character of the bills was not 
discovered until alter they had reached 
the Treasury department. 
The work 
must have been of the most laborious 
and exacting character, and by con­ 
stant employment he did not, it is

counterfeits. 
And yet he pursued his criminal course 
for years, knowing that he might be 
discovered at any moment, when his 
skill would have yielded him a large 
income if lie had sought to employ it 
legitimately. 
The story shows how 
dominant criminal characteristics are 
in some men.

To lio Used for riokinu up tho Bead After 


ft FiKht, 


The new eloctric searchlight 
in- 
vented by Bar ou von Mundy for use 
in picking up tho Avounded on battle- 
fields 
is a valuable contribution 
to 
hnmanity. 
Professor VirchoAv once 
said tbat of all the great services the 
United States had conferred upon the 
Avorld none had been of more impor- 
tance than the brilliant example of hu- 
manity in the care of the AVounded and 
sick set in tho Avar of the south. This 
remark had reference in particular to 
two achievements, Avhich Avere at the 
time noteworthy, and created 
much 
admiring comment throughout 
the 
civilized Avorld. 
After the 
battle 
of 
Fredericksburg 9000 Avounded Avere 
tak on in charge by physicians—an as- 
tonishing feat in those days. 
Six 
months later an even greater 
result 
Avas achieved, for of the 21,000 Avouuded 
at (xettysburg none remained 
unat- 
tended twelve hours after the close of 
the battle. 
Ollicial dispatches of the 
battle of Waterloo contained the 
re- 
mark that an extensive scarch for tho 
Avounded and dying could not bo con- 
tinued after nightfall, 
because there 
Avas no way of illurunating the 
fiold 
of action. 
Even Avhen medical 
and 
nursing corps tried by the aid of lan- 
terns and "windlights" to help 
the 
Avounded on the field it Avas at 
great 
risk oi their lives. 
Danger came to 
the searchers from the hyenas of the 
battlefield, 
bent on 
robbery 
and 
slaughter. 
These human fiends kneAV 
that if caught theyAvould be shotAvith- 
out parley, and "he Avho shoots 
first 
shoots best." 
In tho Avar of 1870-71 
over 400 army surgeons and assistants 
Avere murdered Avhile searching 
bat- 
tlefields after dusk. 
Baron von Muu- 
dy's searchlight, Avhich 
has 
been 
adopted in the Cxerman army, 
is of 
1200 candle power and is mounted on 
Avheels. 
It can be regulated by hand 
and turned iu any direction. 
,It can 
also be removed by hand and carried 
200 feet aAvay from its mounting. The 
light is so strong as to ijermit reading 
and Avriting at a distance of 6000 feet. 
While the machine has been 
con- 
structed lorincipally for facilitating the 
search for the Avounded and putting a 
stop to the murderous 
Avork of ma- 
rauders, it Avill likeAvise be invaluable 
to the flying hosx)itals and operation 
stations.

Whoii Colorado Avaa organized as a 
territory there Avas little English used

eral mixture of Aztec and Apache and 
a 
lot 
of 
other strains of blood, but 
certainly 
Spanish 
in name 
and in 
ajDeech. 


The government recognized that it 
bad a diilienlt tank bci'oie it in bring- 
ing these **greasGi's" 
to understand 
the very beginning of the obligations 
and the duties of their American citi- 
zenship, 
One 
of 
the most trusted 
agents in this campaign of education 
was Judge Hallett, who M'as put 
in 
charge of the judicial system of the 
new territory. 
From that time to this 
he 1ms been at the head oi' the federal 
judiciary in the groat and prosperous 
state of Colorado. 
Despite his liercc- 
ness of rebuke and countless 
oddities 
of temper, no judge has ever been so 
respected as he along the Great Div- 
vide. 


When he first went on circuit the 
bar left Denver with him and traveled 
in a body both for sociability and for 
safety. 
Then there was no railroad, 
the only means of reaching any place 
ironi any other being along a slightly 
marked trail barely passable for horses.

tion according 
to his advanced age. 
He must 
be able to

fruit and cocoa for break last; -a sav- 
ory, as nmccaroni cheese, fresh vege-

fresh fruit, bread and butter for sup- 
per. 
Tea is 
only allowed 
tw'ice

week, 
oaten water and 
cocoa 
being 
served in the afternoon on other days, 
In the course of

afternoon 
Dr. 
Oldlield, the principal medical oQicer, 
gave some particulars as to treatment 
and its results. 
Upwards of TiOO pa- 
tients have passed through the hos- 
pital, a very ajjpreciable 
portion 
of 
these having tried other cures

of 
Westwood, 
a family of 
untarnished loyalty and ¡latriotism.

The anthracite beds, be assumes, 
were placed under enormous ¡jres- 
sure, or side jiressure, by the contrac- 
tion of the earth's crust during the 
cooling stage, thus forming the coal 
basins as now seen at the foot of the 
mountains; such an enormous pres- 
sure resulted iu forcing the explosive 
and other gases out of the anthracite 
beds to the seams and crevices of the 
veins and to the fissures,

presaion has been so great that gases 
in the anthracite region are sometimes 
found with the mighty ¡^ressi.ire of 
17,000 pounds to the square inch. On 
the other band, tho bituminous beds 
have not been subjected to such a dis- 
turbance and jn'essnre, and the coal, 
therefore, retains the gases which it 
contained originally.

wood pulp very faithfully to resemble 
the grain and texture of every kind of 
wood, 
Tho material coats about ono 
half tho price of the gemiine article, 
and it is used by carpenters, cabinet 
makers, 
picture 
frame makers and 
boat builders for paneling, wainscot- 
ing and decorative work 
generally 
where lightness and durability are re- 
quired. 
Two excellent qualities that 
the paper boards possess are 
that 
they are not subject to warping and 
dry rot. 
There are no bad knots to 
mar the ap])earance of the surface,and 
as the material is smooth and does 
not require planing, and can be easily 
cut Avith a line saw, there seems every 
reason to believe that it \yill in time 
be used evon more than it is, 


*'Telegraph and telephone poles, 
flagstalfs and spars for small sailing 
vessels are the latest development in 
the line of manufacture from paper. 
They are made of pulp in Avhich a 
small amount of borax, tallow and 
other ingredients are mixed. 
These 
are cast in a mould in the form of a 
hollow rod 
of tho desired diameter 
The poles and spars are 
be lighter and stronger 
Thev do not crack or 
split, and it is said that when they are 
varnished or painted the weather does 
not affect them. 
Besides passessing 
these advantages, the paper-made ar- 
ticle can be made fireproof by saturat- 
ing it in a strong solution of alum 
water. 
When thoroughly dry the pa- 
per poles and spars thus treated will 
resist the action of flames.

States with very satisfactory results. 


**The 2->roducticin of these bricks on 
the hollow principle is a marked fea- 
ture in their form, the object being 
practically the same as that sought in 
the making 
of hollow forged steel 
shafting. Not only is a defective cen- 
tre removed, but it is possible to put 
in a mandrel into the hollow, and, by 
applying pressure, the walls are oper- 
ated upon from both iuside and out- 
side. 
\Yhen a solid body is heated 
the temperature of the interior always 
varies from that of the outer portions 
at first often resulting in the expan- 
sion of one or the other that causes 
tho defects. It 
is for these reasons 
that the plan of forming the bricks 
upon the hollow principle and plug- 
ging them afterward is of advantage. 
Sawdust is found to be a good filler 
for this pui'iDose. 
It 
is first iire- 
proofed, as is also the paper pulp used 
in tho bricks, and then it is mixed 
with cement and i^ressed into the hol- 
lo \v of the bricks and smoothed and 
enameled over. 


'^Although paper horseshoes are a 
recent invention, having been only 
manufactured in this country within 
tho past two years, their use has 
al- 
ready quite large with the owners of 
fine horses, especially in cities where 
asphalt pavements abound. 
On such 
roads in wet weather 
a horse 
iitted 
with ijaper shoes is less liable to slip 
than wlien provided with iron 
ones, 
and, besides being light and comforta- 
ble for an animal to Avear, they are 
said to 
bo more durable than iron 
shoes and are more easily and snugly 
fitted to the hoof. 


"The paper horseshoe is made in 
practically the same way that a paper 
car Avheel is formed. Tho paper is im- 
pregnated with oil or turpentine to 
Avaterproof, after which it is glued to- 
gether in layers. 
The glue or paste 
is a mixture of Venetian turjientine, 
linseed oil powdered chalk and lac- 
quer, and it does not become brittle 
when drying. 
The moist mass of pa- 
per and glue is subjected to a strong 
pressure in a hydi'aulic press, the 
holes through 
which the nails are 
driven in fastening the shoe to the 
horse's hoof being punched while the 
paper is still moist. 
The bhicksniith 
fastens them 
on with nails in tho 
usual manner. 
These shoes cost from 
$1.50 to $2 per set.

The question of permission to marry 
is a burning one in th6 barrack-room. 
Only a limited number of men are al- 
lowed to marry, tho strength of the 
roll varying with tho establishment of 
the corps; sergeants are given permis- 
sion to marry as a matter of course, if 
there is a vacancy in tho esiabiish- 
ment, but no soldier is allowed to en- 
ter tho blessed state unless he has 
seven years' service, $25 in tho sav- 
ings bank, 
and two good conduct 
badges. 
I 
have heard it said that 
there is such a thing as borrowing tho 
$25 till the necessary permission has 
been obtained, but there is no getting 
over tho other two conditions. 
Tho 
married 
quarters seem comfortable 
enough; what strikes us most is tho 
enormous number of babies and quite 
young children who swarm round the 
door of every quarter, occasional yells 
leading to the hasty arrival of a flushed 
and heated-looking matron to restore 
order in a summary fashion. 
TIio al- 
lowance of space does not strike one 
as particularly 
liberal, soldiers with 
small families being given only one 
room with tho 
minutest jDosaible 
scullery, the fathers of larger families 
rejoicing in an extra room. Sergeants, 
as a rule, havo two rooms, but other- 
wise have no pull over their comrades 
of loAver rank. 
The wives of the 
private soldiers add largely to the 
scanty pay of their husbands by doing 
washing for the men of their hus- 
band's company, and twice blessed is 
the woman whose good man belongs 
to a company having few married sol- 
diers. 
In this case she will be able 
to get more to do than her less fortu- 
nate sisters. 
Some of the women who 
have a reputation as 
washer-women 
earn plenty of money by washing for 
the oiiicers of the regiment. 
The sol- 
dier's wife seems to drift naturally 
into being a washer-woman. 
A little 
conversation with the ladies is a lib- 
eral education in esprit de corps; each 
woman thoroughly identifies' herself 
with the regiment to which her hus- 
band belongs; and even in these days 
of short service it is not diilicult to 
find women whose fathers and grand- 
fathers have soldiered iu bygone days 
under the tattered colors now hang-. 
ing in the sacred precints of the ofii- 
cers' mess. 
The ladies of the regi- 
ment, as a rule, take great interest in 
tlie welfare of their humbler 
sisters, 
frequently visiting them in their quar- 
ters, and giving more than their sym- 
pathy at one of those cris.es which oc- 
cur 
so frequently in -the married 
block, and generally lean 
ultimately 
to the object of their solicitude apply- 
ing for extra accommoilation, 
owing 
to an 
unauthorized 
addition 
to the 
strength of the battalion.-—From "So- 
cial Life iu the British Army," by a 
British Officer iu Harper's Magazine.

A CIRCUS MAN'S STORY. 


a 
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An Omaha letter to tho Now York 
Post saja there is littio doubt that 
there has been a heavy emigration 
from Nebraska, South Dakota, and 
Kansas during the past two or three 
years as a result of the three years of 
dry weather. 
This is espeoially true 
as regards Nebraska. 
Even a fair ap- 
proximation of the statistics of this 
movement is possible» 
Most of these 
people are farmers and most of them 
have gone South. 
The past year wa^ 
a disappointing one for the Nebraska 
farmers. 
The crops ^wero neither a 
failure as in 189 i nor a big success as 
in 1892. 
They made a small yield 
over [the whole State, and the prices 
which have obtained have precluded 
nqy^idea of piofit. 
With the record of 
three years in succession staring tho 
people in the face, it is not at all won- 
derful that they should have become 
discouraged. 


Steel wagon roads, as advocated by 
Martin Dodge, State Hoad Commis- 
sioner of Ohio, ara likely to havo a 
thorough trial in several States this 
year, predicts the American Agricul- 
turist. 
These roads consist of two 
rails made of steel tho thickness of 
boiler plate, each formed in the shape 
of a gutter five inches wide, with a 
square perpendicular shoulder half an 
Inch high, then an angle of one inch 
outward slightly raised. 
The gutter 
forms a conduit for the water, and 
makes it easy for the wheels to enter 
or leave tho track. 
Such a double 
*traok steel railroad, 16 feet wide, filled 
in between with broken stone, macadam 
uize, would cost about §6000 as against 
$7000 per mile for a macadam roadbed 
of the same width, but the cost of a 
rural one-track steel road would be 
only about 82000 a mile. It is claimed 
that such a road would last much 
longer than stone and that ono horse 
will draw on a steel track twenty tilnes 
as much as on a dirt roftd, and five 
time» sm lottoli M 00 macadam« 


OTHING takes like 
circus; 
and 
ours

body's, I can tell you. 
I am only an under- 
etrapper 
now, 
you 
know, but the guvnor 
did the right thing 
by me, and, of course, I do the right 
thing by him. 
You see, we always 
make a good fuss in the shape of well 
billing the places we are going to, for 
it doesn't do to be stingy that way, 
and the guvnor has some spicy affairs 
of rampagious {horses, and wonderful 
jumping, and all in colors to caj^ch 
the eye; while for the shop windows 
there's somo lithographs of the per- 
forming horse, or the elephant, or the 
Gutta-percha Brothers tied in a hu- 
man knot, while every on^ who ex- 
hibits has a ticket for free admission. 


But it's a queer life, sir, and one 
not to be envied—only, you see, you 
must live; and when there's a wife 
and some little uns» why they must 
live too; and having been in the pro- 
fession all my life, why, I don't seem 
as if I could do anything out. 


There, now, then, them's two of 
mine coming in the ring now. 
First 
one's eleven and t'other's mne. 
'*The 
Pigmy Twisters" we call 'em in the 
bill, and they don't do amiss for their 
Bize. 
Pitch a summerset easy, either 
of 'em. 
There they go, you see, and' 
after another year or two's eddication 
they'll be a great help to the family, be- 
side having a profession of their own 
to make 'em independent when they 
won't stop in the nest any longer. All 
they've got to do is to keep clear of 
their father's accident, for get a hip 
joint put out as I did, and then the 
country doctor to say it was a strain, 
and never try to put it in till it is too 
late; get in for an accident like that 
through treading on a piece of orange 
peel and slipinng when running for a 
jump—why, it's a doer-up for life, as 
with me. 


But it's a queer life, sir. 
No rest, 
no comfirt, no jjeace at all. 
Hotel al- 
ways, and say, now, here's to-day. 
Long distance to come, and we had tp 
start early to get herein good time; 
then there was lo dress and take part 
in the procession at 1 o'clock. 
Two 
o'clock, you knotv, was the first per- 
formance. 
That was over about 4, and 
then, of course, there was begin again 
at 7.30. 
Ah I and nobody knows but 
them as has been at it, what being 
about in the cold, wet weather is, 
dressing and undressing in a canvas 
tent, with the wind cutting through, 
and then hopping over the mud to get 
into the damp 
ring, 
when you're 
ready to shiver as you slip about, if 
the weather has been very bad. Well, 
you get your part Ihrough, and then, 
in nine cases out of ten, what sort of 
a place have you got to go into? Why, 
one where there's no rest for you on 
account of its being a busy night be- 
cause of tho circus, and the house full. 
So, p'raps you get an hour or two's 
sleep, p'rops not, according to oiroum- 
fitances. 


As for me, you know, I'm one of the 
tent men; for though ono leg shorter 
than the other makes mo limp a good 
deal, I'm strong, you know, and my 
job is to see the tent uj). 
You've 
noticed us strike it as fast as ever we 
can as sooo as the performance is 
aefirJy over, 
WelJ^ th^re'i a d«»l to ^ 


do over that, I can tell you J for look 
at the weight of tho great tent and its 
poles and ropes; besides which it's 
most always wet, and so ever so much 
heavier than if it was dry. 
I think 
sometimes as we havo least rest of any 
one; but then wd take it in turns and 
sleep in tho wagon going from town 
to town, and that's very refreshing 
when once you get used to it. At first, 
you know, it's decidedly rheumatic, 
and makes you very queer; but you 
soon got used to it, and I can stand 
anything now in the shape of wot and 
cold. 
The women feel if tho worst, 
poor things; but they seldom grum- 
ble, and puts up with everything most 
patient—no matter what it is; and 
they have some hard times of it when 
the weather's bad. 


You jjeoplo como to see and be 
omusod, and we've got to amuse you. 
Fancy, then, being tho clown, 
and 
coming on with a bad toothache, or a 
violent cold iu the chest, or racked eo 
with rheumatic pains that every mo 
ment is agony. 
Just fancy all that, 
in a cold sirring time, which is the 
timo when you feel tho cold most. 
But, there, you can't fancy it, 
you 
people who always have comfortable 
homes and fires in 'em. I can, though, 
ah! and realize it, too, for I've been 
through it all. 
I began life, with my 
father, in a circus. 


Little slip of a chap I was then in 
tights and a bit of paint on each 
chalked cheek, to make me look like a 
clown; and then I never knew what it 
was to be afraid, while he took me up 
on one of the old piebaid horses, and 
held me on his shoulder, or under his 
arm, or stood me on his head, or out 
at full length on his hand, and me all 
the time with my little arms folded 
and standing as stiff asa rod. Do any- 
thing ho would with me, I never 
flinched. 
Used to like it, and think 
it fine fun, feeling all the while as old 
and deep as could be, while I quite 
looked down on boys double my age. 
Then I was regularly drilled into the 
life you know, working hard every day 
at the rehearsal—and very hard work 
it is, 
I've done almost everything, 
from the horse work to the trapeze. 
I've 
turned summersets over five 
horses, and gone through the air like 
a ball almost. 
I got well on with the 
tight rope and have walked right up a 
rope to a place a hundred feet high, 
while the fireworks have been fizzing 
and sputtering round me, for I always 
hada goodnerve, and never felt afraid 
of anything; wliile, though I never 
got to be a regular crack at any one 
thing, I was a sure card, and a useful 
man to a manager; for, if I warn't a 
star 1 never missed my ii]} I could 
always be sure of an engagement and a 
pretty good salary; and what follows 
—why, I must take a fancy to one of 
our lady riders at Panganais, Classical 
Cirque National, and gat married. 


Now, you know, most people, when 
they fall in love, do it by taking a fancy 
to a face. 
Well, that's natural, praps, 
but I didn't, for I took a fancy to my 
wife's way of doing the scarf trick on 
horsebacV. 
I dare say you 
know 
what I mean—when they make a bit 
of muslin float over them, and all that 
sort of thing. 
Well, it struck me one 
day as the girl who was so clever at 
that and was always quiet at rehears- 
ing, and never stood any chaffing, 
could be clever at other things, and I 
said to myself, ''That's a settler; if 
she'll have me, I'll have she." 
And 
very ne?.t night, when we were going 
through tho Flying Indians—a piece 
on two horses, you know, that we'd 
done dozensjof times before in a quiet 
business way—I'd got to galiop after 
her horse while she was pretending 
to flee from me, and me of course 
done up in style, with feathers and 
so on. 
Then, when her horse was so 
swift I could not ketch her, I makes a

WARNING ADOOT CANNED OOODfl. 


In buying tin canned vegetables or 
fruits those only should be selected 
that have a slight depression in tho 
end of the can. 
This by experts is ac- 
cepted as proof that the contents ^of 
tho can are in a proper condition, 'if 
the end of the can is raised or bulged, 
reject it, as that is a proof that tho 
contents of the can wero not heated 
sufficiently at the time of sealing, or 
that in the past or present they havo 
fermented. If cans are ordered by tho 
dozen, the member of the household 
who inspects the supplies should re- 
turn all cans having such an appear- 
ance. 
Load j)oisoning is not to be 
feared from good brands of 
tinned 
goods if the contents of the cans aro 
emptied as soon as opened into earth- 
enware or glass. 
When glass jars aro 
used, keep the fruit or vegetables iu 
them from contact with the rubber 
band. 
Though there is littio danger 
'from their contact, there have, it is 
said, been a few cases in which pois- 
oning is thought to have been caused 
by chemical changcs in the rubber 
when in touch with acid.—New York 
Post. 


HOW TO MAKE KOUMISS. 


4 


We give the following recipe for 
making that celebrated drink, koumiss, 
as prepared by Mrs. Rorer: 


When ice is procurable, nothing is 
simpler than to i^repare koumiss at 
home, and the home made product is 
better than that which is bought, as 
its age may be known for a surety. 
The materials for five pint bottles of 
koumiss are: Two quarts of new milk, 
two tablespoonfuls of water, one-third 
of a compressed yeast cake. 
Make 
the milk blood warm, or about ninety- 
eight degrees, j^erhaps, by placing it 
over the fire in a farina boiler. 
Dis- 
solve the sucrar in two tablespoonfuls 
of water, boiling it until a clear sirup. 
Add the sirup to the milk and yeast, 
and stir until completely 
blended, 
then put it at once into the bottles, 
filling them about to the necks. 
Cork 
firmly, and tio the corks down. Allow 
the koumiss to stand iu a comfortable 
temperature, near sixty-eight degrees, 
for twelve hours. Then lay the bottles 
carefully on their sides on ice for 
twelve hours more, when the koumiss 
will be ready for use. It is now twenty- 
four hours old; when sixty hours old 
it does not agree so well with a weak 
stomach, but keeps usually seventy- 
two hours. 
When too old, that is, if 
beginning to sour, will curdle. 
WHen 
just right it is creamy and foamy. 
From one-half to ono glassful may be 
given at intervals of two to four hours,

SEIiECTINa SEED CORN. 


A great many farmers who regard 
themselves as quite careful in the se- 
lection|of seed content themselves with 
making the selection at husking time 
or from the crib,'being guided by the 
appearance of the oar. 
This is not 
sufficient, however, to secure the best 
results. 
Professor H. J. Waters, Dean 
of the Missouri Agricultural College, 
narrates a direct experiment on this 
point. 
The field was gone through 
and fine ears were selected from the 
large, thrifty stalks having an abun- 
dant leaf growth. Another lot of ears, 
equal in size, was gathered from stalks 
smaller and less thrifty. 
After the 
seed had been gathered, tho one lot 
sould not be distinguished from tho 
other 60 far as the appearance of the 
ears went. 
The only difi'erence was in 
the kind of stalk that produced the 
ears. 
A field was planted with these 
two lots of seed. 
All through the sea- 
son that portion which had been grown 
from seed taken from the thrifty stalks 
could be distinguished from the plant- 
ing made from the seed taken from 
the less thrifty stalks. 
At harvest 
time the difference in favor of the seed 
from the large, thrifty stalks with 
plenty of leaf growth was seven bushels 
per acre, and Professor Waters thinks 
that if this process of selection was 
carried on for a series of years a vari- 
ety of corn could be considerably im- 
proved on the one hand, or almost en- 
tirely run out on the other. 
It fol- 
lows, therefore, that the selection of 
seed ears from the same crib, being 
guided by size and general appearance 
of the ear simply, is not sufficient, and 
that it is quite as important to know 
the kind of stalk that produced the 
seed ear as it is to know that the ear 
itself has the size, form, etc., which 
suit [the purposes oi the farmer.— 
Western Farm Journal,

NO OTSTAKB IN VIjAi^TV^Q FKÜIT TREES. 


The fact is we expect too much from 
old orchards. 
They have already paid 
for themselves, many times over, and 
have outlived their usefulness. 
Still 
they are permitted to occupy valuable 
ground, and besides yielding nothing, 
are an eyesore, 
greatly detracting 
from the natural beauty of a, place. 
During the winter months these unin- 
teresting and unprofitable 
objects 
should be removed and cut up into 
firewood. 
In spring, new orchards 
should be planted on well-prepared 
ground, under-drained and subaoiled. 
Notwithstanding the prevailiug íow 
prices, no mistake can be made in 
planting fruit trees. 
The rich lands 
which are at our disposal, and the re- 
markably favorable climate which we 
are blessed with should be taken ad- 
vantage of. 
There is a question as to 
the advisability of spending labor and 
money on some kinds of croj^s, but 
the fruit-grower can, if ho will, con- 
tinue to make an honest and good liv- 
ing at this pursuit for years to come. 


The trees we plant live to bless the 
world and enrich the inheritance of 
our children long after we are laid 
beneath them; and with the return of 
each successive season, to shed their 
fragrance on the air and crowü with 
golden- fruits the harvest of the year. 


I have tho pleasure and gratification 
of Ptating that the insect liests and 
fungous diseases which a few years 
ago threatened the entire destruction 
of orchards and vineyards, have been 
so controlled by remedies and pre- 
ventatives that no great injury need 
bo feared in the future, so long as or- 
dinary care and diligence nre exer- 
cised by the orchardist. 
It is true 
that the beneficial effects resulting 
from spraying cannot be fully esti- 
mated until the treatment is more gen- 
era], yet enough has been learned to 
satisfy the most 
incredulous that 
spraying is a suocese, if not an abso- 
lute necessity. 
Through the eiibrts 
of the Department of Agriculture 
great progress has been made in Cali- 
fornia in checking the ravages of in- 
jurious insects by introducing para-** 
sites, and the result is bo satisfactory 
that the fruit-growers there believe it 
to bo possible to overcome every in- 
sect pest by means of its natural para- 
site.—President W. C. Barry, before 
the Western Kew York Horticultural 
Society,' 


tion, milch cows exposed to all sorts 
of weather in winter, but 
provided 
with night shelter, made a very uu- 
favorable showing as compared with 
those given tho shelter of the stable, 
excepting for a brief airing when tho 
weather was suitable. 
The exposed 
cows ate tho most food, lost slightly 
weight and also in milk yield. 
Tho 
sheltered ones gained in weight and 
otherwise made a better showing than 
the exposed lot. 


At tho Kansas Experiment Station 
hogs kept in conditions of Avinter ex- 
posure did not produce pork so econo- 
mically 
as those given reasonable 
shelter, although the same kind of 
food was fed to each lot. 
In rejiort- 
ing the 
feeding experiments with 
steers at the same station, Professor 
Georgeson says that steers to give the 
best returns when being fed for beef 
should be ¡provided 
with 
shelter. 
Warm, low, open sheds in tho feed lot 
give comfortablo shelter to steers. 


While live stock should be protected 
from the inclemency of the weather, 
it is important that the stable should 
be well ventilated and not too warm. 
Disease propagates easiest where tho 
air is stagnant and impure, hence 
special efTorts should be made to keep 
the stable air pure. 
Without doubt, 
tuberculosis is more prevalent among 
cattle closely confined in stables where 
the ventilation is bad than it is where 
the air is good. 
Live stock should 
certainly be allowed outdoor exercise 
when the weather is mild and com- 
fortable, but if it snows or rains and 
the air is chilling, tho animals should 
be given stable iDrotection. 


It is also important that the stable 
should not be too warm in winter. 
A 
temperature of 40 degrees is a very 
satisfactory one. 
When it is as high 
as 60 degrees in the barn, stock turned 
from this into a freezing atmosphere 
to water are very apt to be severely 
chilled and take cold. 
When the 
stable IS at 40 degrees animals are not 
so easily chilled when turned from the 
stable. 
Every stable should have a 
thermometer to guide one in keeping 
the temperature of the room as uni- 
form as possible.—0. S. Plumb, Direc- 
tor of the Indiana Experiment Station.

A common winter flight is a herd of 
cattle exposed to severest kind of 
weather browsing in cornfields or 
standing

in chilling 
winds. 


Pood is fuel to the animal body. 
It 
requires more fuel to keep up steam 
in a boiler, when the weather is in- 
tensely cold, than it does when it is 
mild. 
In the same manner, other 
things being equal, it requires more 
food to eustain an animal freely ex- 
posed to the chilling blasts of wij^i- 
ter, than it does for one given protec- 
tion.

Berries cannot be grown and mar- 
keted as easily as wheat, corn and 
potatoes. 


The growers of berries for market 
should

Berry growing, like market garden- 
ing, requires the greatest concentra- 
tion of good soil, labor and thought. 


The way to get peaches is to plant 
peach pits and keep planting.

Every farmer who has an orchard of 
any size should also own a small hand 
press.

The habit of keeping milch cows tied 
up all the time, even watering them 
in their stalls, together with bad air 
and lack of fcunshine, is responsible 
for much tuberculosis. 


More bees are being lost on account 
of bad food, or none at all, than from 
all other causes combined, especially 
in winter ; tor there is no factor so 
important as the matter of food, and 
it is one ofteu neglected. 


A little attention each year greatly 
improves the appearance of the or- 
chard, and the work can be done with 
a greater economy in this way than by 
per^iitting it to accumulate for several 
years and then doing it all at once. 


What farmers are looking for to-day 
is something that will yield an income 
outside of their farms. 
Bees would 
make quite an addition to the income 
of the larmer, and this would be re- 
ceived from what is going to waste 
every year, 


A little common soda should be 
added to the skim milk before feeding 
the calves, 
lb is claimed ^that soda 
prevents the formation of the rubber- 
like curd in the stomach that is so of- 
ten found on examination of calves 
that have died of the dreaded calf dis- 
ease, 


It is always advisable to make a 
change of feed occagionally for tho 
cow in winter. 
It gives her increased 
appetite. 
If you feed twice a day, 
stop it; but if you house your cowa 
on stormy day?, in jjlace of letting 
them run in a stalk field, then give 
something to eat at noon. 
Above all 
be regular in h%hvg.
